- MEXICO CITY, Dec. 12—The first 
smashing blow of the government's 
campaign against the rebels is sched- 
uled to ibegin with a few hours, 
when the Federal offensive opens 
against the rebel general, Enrique 
Estrada, in the State of Jalisco.
